A lively but limited effort 
by ChicagoMade at SXSW

AUSTIN, TEXAS Chicago notched a few wins 
at South by Southwest Interactive over the 
past few days, but the city’s marketing effort 
may have been overshadowed by other big 
spenders. 

On Monday, the second-to-last day of the 
interactive festival now in its 23rd year, Chi- 
cago tech boosters and entrepreneurs hosted 
a full-day lounge to mark the Windy City’s 
presence here. 

After two hours, about 90 people had 
stopped by the outdoor burger shack where 
visitors sipped Lagunitas beer, snacked on 
Skinny Pop popcorn and Eli’s 
Cheesecake, and listened to 
a Wilco album spinning on a 
Gramovox Floating Turntable 
hooked up to Aiwa speakers. A 
vending machine rewarded users 
for tweeting the #ChicagoMade 
hashtag with products like Cards 
Against Humanity packs and 
ChicagoMade T-shirts. 

Angie Sardina-Fernandez, of 
Austin, said her husband spot- 
ted the lounge listed in the 
SXSW app and they decided 
to stop in because it was conve- 
nient. They probably wouldn’t 
have gone out of their way to 
visit, she said, but “if there’s free 
food and beer, why not?” 

Alya Woods, executive director of Chicago- 
Next, Mayor Emanuel’s tech council, said the 
event was intended to provide a place for peo- 
ple to meet and see what Chicago has to offer. 

“We need to make sure we’re telling the 
story of our community as a real diverse eco- 
nomic powerhouse,” Woods said. Her group 
produced the event in partnership with tour- 
ism agency Choose Chicago and the Depart- 
ment of Cultural Affairs and Special Events. 

This was the first time ChicagoMade, which 
has set up shop at SXSW since 2014, ven- 
tured outside the exhibition hall and hosted 
a lounge. The sponsored effort cut back the 


campaign’s official presence from five days 
to one, and cost less than $25,000, World 
Business Chicago communications manager 
Shannon McGhee told Blue Sky Innovation 
in February 

Seyi Fabode moved from Chicago to Aus- 
tin eight months ago— and he’s the type 
of person Chicago doesn’t want to lose. 
The entrepreneur, known for co-founding 
Power2Switch in Chicago, said the event was 
nice but wasn’t sure what it achieved. He sug- 
gested that being less peripheral to the main 
show would do a better job raising Chicago’s 
profile. Integrating Chicago products or 
technology into the conference, 
for example, could be a better 
approach. 

“World Business Chicago can 
figure out a way to work with 
South By to ... embed Chicago 
startups in the whole program 
of events,” Fabode said. 

A handful of Chicagoans ac- 
tive in the tech scene visited 
the lounge, looking for a place 
to meet up with people from 
home. TechNexus founder Terry 
Howerton, FoodTrace founder 
Riana Fynn, IDEO director of 
business strategy Justin Massa 
and Starter Feague co-founder 
Mike McGee were some of the 
Chicagoans seen networking at the lounge. 

But some did not, including GrubHub se- 
nior vice president of operations Stan Chia, 
who flew in Monday to be on a panel and who 
said he had no idea the event was happening. 

The ChicagoMade effort did not draw rep- 
resentatives from other large hometown com- 
panies with a presence here, such as United 
and McDonald’s. They focused more on mar- 
keting themselves than Chicago, with panels, 
lounges and interactive displays. 

Use of the #ChicagoMade hashtag was 
light. Attendance figures at the lounge were 
not yet available.

SOX’S LAROCHE 
PLANS TO RETIRE

White Sox designated hitter Adam LaRoche 
said Tuesday he plans to step away from base- 
ball following a personal issue. 

The 12-year major-league veteran said he is 
confident in his decision, but his teammates 
asked him to reconsider during a nearly two- 
hour team meeting at Camelback Ranch on 
Tuesday morning. 

LaRoche, 36, said out of respect for the 
Sox he will consider their requests before 
talking more on the subject. 

“I’m confident I am stepping away from 
baseball,” he said. “My teammates have asked 
me for an hour {to reconsider}. I’ve tried to 
convince them I am convinced, but I will do 
them that, and give it a day or two, and then 
come back in and finish the story” 

LaRoche had played in just two spring 
training games this year before being side- 
lined with back spasms. He homered in his 
first game and was i-for-5. 

Sox manager Robin Ventura had said Sun- 
day that LaRoche planned to return to the 
lineup Monday, but LaRoche didn’t play 
in the game against Kansas City. LaRoche 
walked into the Sox clubhouse about 9 a.m. 
Tuesday in street clothes, accompanied by 
his son Drake, who has a locker at the Sox’s 


spring training and home facilities. 

“I didn’t come in yesterday because I want- 
ed to make sure it was the right move and not 
make an emotional decision, but I’m confi- 
dent it is,” LaRoche said. 

LaRoche joined the Sox on a two-year, 
$25 million contract before the 2015 season, 
but his first season with the Sox was one of 
the more frustrating of his career. He hit .207 
with 12 home runs, 44 RBIs and 133 strike- 
outs. 

At the beginning of spring, he spoke about 
the tough season, which included battling 
tendinosis in his knee late in the year. But he 
also said he entered camp in great shape fol- 
lowing an offseason that included CrossFit 
training. 

“It was draining,” LaRoche said then of 
2015. “I really don’t want to go through that 
again.” 

He is a career .260 hitter with 255 home 
runs and 882 RBIs over his time with the 
Braves, Pirates, Red Sox, Diamondbacks, 
Nationals and White Sox. 

LaRoche’s retirement would leave the Sox 
without a designated hitter. The club has a 
surplus of outfielders with the addition of 
Austin Jackson last week, and they could use 
Avisail Garcia or Melky Cabrera in a DH role.

Trump, Clinton win big 
in night of close races

H illary Clinton triumphed Tuesday in the Illinois, Florida, 
Ohio and North Carolina presidential primaries, 
putting her in a commanding position to become the 
first woman in U.S. history to win a major party nomination. 
Donald Trump strengthened his hand in the Republican race with 
a big win in Florida and wins in Illinois and North Carolina but 
fell in Ohio to that state’s governor, John Kasich. 


Florida Sen. Marco Rubio ended 
his once-promising campaign after 
his devastating home-state loss, so 
the GOP primary is now down to 
three candidates: Trump, Kasich 
and Texas Sen. Ted Cruz. 

As of 11:30 p.m. Tuesday, Mis- 
souri Democratic and Republican 
races had not yet been called. 

Trump is the only Republican 
candidate with a realistic path to 
the 1,237 delegates needed to clinch 
the nomination before the July 
convention. 

But his loss in Ohio kept hope 
alive for mainstream Republicans 
dismayed by his candidacy and sug- 
gesting he can still be stopped in a 
convention fight. 

“The campaign goes on,” Kasich 
declared at a victory rally 

Now thrust into the center of 
a campaign that has been bitingly 
personal, Kasich vowed to “not 
take the low road to the highest of- 
fice in the land.” 

A confident Clinton pivoted 
quickly to November during her 


victory rally, assailing Trump’s 
hardline immigration positions 
and support for torture. “Our com- 
mander-in-chief has to be able to 
defend our country, not embarrass 
it,” she declared. 

Underscoring Republican con- 
cerns about Trump, Rubio focused 
heavily on an implicit critique of 
Trump in a speech announcing he 
was dropping out of the race. The 
senator urged Americans to “not 
give in to the fear, do not give in to 
the frustration.” 

Clinton’s victories in Ohio and 
Florida were a blow to rival Bernie 
Sanders and bolstered her argu- 
ment that she’s the best Demo- 
cratic candidate to take on the 
eventual Republican nominee in 
the general election. 

Her win in Ohio was a particular 
relief for her campaign, which grew 
anxious after Sanders pulled off a 
surprising win last week in Michi- 
gan, another important Midwest- 
ern state. 

Campaigning Tuesday in North 


Carolina, Clinton signaled an ea- 
gerness to move on to a possible 
general election showdown with 
Trump, saying he’s laid out a “really 
dangerous path” for the country 

Trump entered Tuesday’s prima- 
ries embroiled in one of the biggest 
controversies of his contentious 
campaign. The GOP front-runner 
has encouraged supporters to con- 
front protesters at his events and is 
now facing accusations of encour- 
aging violence after skirmishes at a 
rally last week in Chicago. 

The atmosphere at his events 
has deepened the concern over 
his candidacy in some Republican 
circles. Rubio and Kasich have sug- 
gested they might not be able to 
support Trump if he’s the nominee. 

His closest competition so far 
has come from Cruz, who has kept 
relatively close to the businessman 
in the delegate count and has been 
urging other candidates to drop 
out so he can take Trump on one- 
on-one. 

Trump’s Florida victory brought 
his delegate total to 619. Cruz has 
394 and Kasich 136. Rubio left the 
race with 167 delegates. 

Clinton has at least 1,488 del- 
egates, not including Illinois’ but 
including the superdelegates who 
are elected officials and party lead- 
ers free to support the candidate of 
their choice. Sanders has at least 
704. It takes 2,383 to win the Dem- 
ocratic nomination. 


In local races... 

Cook County State’s Attorney: 

Voters ousted the Chicago area’s 
top prosecutor in a Democratic 
primary race focused on the of- 
fice’s handling of the shooting 
death of black teenager Laquan 
McDonald at the hands of a white 
police officer. Kim Foxx’s victory 
Tuesday over Cook County State’s 
Attorney Anita Alvarez sends her 
to a November matchup in which 
she will be heavily favored. 

U.S. Senate: Republican U.S. Sen. 
Mark Kirk and Democratic U.S. 
Rep. Tammy Duckworth have won 
their Illinois primaries to set up a 
closely watched Senate matchup 
that has been informally underway 
for months. The race is expected to 
be one of the costliest and hardest- 
fought of the November election. 

U.S. Representative: Longtime 
U.S. Rep. Bobby Rush has won the 
Democratic nomination in his bid 
for a 13th term. The Chicago Dem- 
ocrat first elected in 1992 faced a 
spirited challenge from Aid. How- 
ard Brookins (21st). 

Madigan still in: The longest- 
serving state House speaker in 
the nation, Michael Madigan, has 
fended off another challenge in 
his Chicago district. The power- 
ful Democratic leader overcame a 
challenge from fellow Democrat 
Jason Gonzales. Madigan was first 
elected to his southwest side Chi- 
cago district in 1971.

What’s that Demerara in my cocktail?

Balance is the key to a delicious cocktail. When a drink is too boozy it’s tough to swallow. 
When it’s too sweet, it can be equally hard to swallow, in a cloying way Refined white 
sugar, even in the form of simple syrup, is often the culprit. Demerara sugar, or a simple 
syrup made from it, can resolve the problem. 


Sugar cane requires processing to become the 
sugar crystals we know and use. But the process- 
ing strips sugar of much of its character. This is 
where Demerara can be a superior choice. 

“Demerara sugar is minimally processed, keep- 
ing the crystals fat and sticky allowing it to retain 
some of the cane’s natural molasses,” said Luke 
Duncan, founder of Eli Mason cocktail mixers in 
Nashville, Tenn. His Demerara syrup has hints of 
caramel flavors and a velvety texture. “It works in 
most brown liquor {drinks} and fares exceptionally 
well in specialty cocktails grounded on molasses- 
based rums.” 

He likes it especially with Tiki drinks that call 


for a hint of molasses and raw sugar notes. 

Henry Prendergast, beverage director of Ana- 
logue in Chicago, also finds that Demerara sugar 
pairs well with bourbon (or any aged whiskey), as 
well as dark rums, echoing the woody molasses 
flavor. 

“We’ve been using Demerara sugar for most 
of our careers,” Prendergast said. “The unrefined 
sugar comes from Guyana and works well in 
stirred cocktails and flips, adding a deeper slightly 
nutty flavor to cocktails, along with a richer 
mouthfeel than white sugar.” 

Analogue uses Demerara sugar in its End of 
Daze cocktail, a take on a wintry beer flip made
